Schuette was struck and killed 


by a car the night of March 9 as 
he stood behind his- automobile, 
stalled on the W. Wisconsin avenue 
viaduct. 
In a day and a half of testimony, 


the state has called 29 witnesses in 
an attempt to give Circuit Judge G 
N. Risjord of Ashland, hearing the 
case without jury, a virtual block 
by block account of the damaged 
car's route from the Schuette ac- 
cident scene. 


Took License Number 


Early, witnesses described a 1937 


Ford coach as that which sideswip- 
ed a car on the viaduct, careenec 
into the Schuette machine and sped 
toward downtown Milwaukee with- 
out perceptibly diminishing speed 
One told of pursuing it and taking 
the license—150-018. 


Steffes said the license was is-

Ford bearing that number crashed 
into his automobile as he parked a

50 per cent of these diseases afflict 
children of pre-school age, the sum- 
mer months will be devoted to the 
protection of children in this group, 
and central points will be estab- 
lished in all citieb and villages in 
the county for the administration of 
both diptheria and small pox vac- 
cine. 


One or two school buildings in 


each township will be used as cen- 
tral points to which children from 
nearby schools may be brought at 
specified times, for their protection. 


Because mass purchasing of need- 


ed materials is possible 
and be- 


cause large groups of children will 
be assembled at each meeting place, 
a fee of 50 cents per child has been 
set. This will cover two injections 
of diphtheria toxoid to be given at 
least one month apart, and smallpox 
vaccination, and the latter to be 
given at the same time as the sec- 
ond dose of toxoid. 


Any child who has been given 


two cases 
of diphtheria 
toxoid, 


should be protected for life against 
that disease.

The .tragedy of Hiram Johnson is 


national rather than- personal. _ No 
man's career measures so emotion- 
ally or mathematically the plight 
of an old-fashioned Progressive in 
the United States—the predicament 
of an elderly statesman who strives 
to redress old wrongs without stir- 
ring new and more insoluble prob- 
lems. • For three decades he has 
sought an 
administration 
altar 


whereupon to lay his great heart 
and high hopes—but in vain. There, 
in the light of his heroic dreams, 
lies cause for despair and skepti- 
cism. 


A political Lochinvar from the 


West. California's greatest Govern- 
or rode alongside his first Roosevel- 
tian hero—Teddy—in the 1912 up- 
rising, only to open White House 
"doors to the college professor he 
despised. In 1916 he strove to cup 
into flame the liberal spark 
but 


Teddy, old and ill and deaf to an- 
other Armageddon's bugles 
from 


listening to more martial music 
overseas, held back. That sad chap- 
ter was completed when, four years 
later. Mr. Johnson's deliberate or 
accidental snub of'Charles Evans 
Hughes reelected the Senator's mor- 
tal enemy. But it was not until 1920 
that, in bitter reminiscence, came 
immolation. 


Rejects Nomination 
Harry Daugherty's "smoke-filled 


room" had named Warren G. Hard- 
ing for President, 
affronting the 


Progressives headed by Johnson, 
Lowden and Wood andthe G. O. P. 
sorely needed a liberal to balance 
the ticket. 
They sent numerous 


emissaries to entice the sleeping 
Senator, and early one sweltering 
dawn he was awakened by a tap- 
tap at his door. There entered a 
timid man with a blue coat draped 
over his shaking arm, and a wilted 
collar as proof that the visitor suf- 
fered from more debilitating ele- 
ments than Chicago's midsummer 
heat. The messenger from the boss- 
es was the next President of the 
United 
States—Warren Gamaliel 


Harding'. 


"Hiram," began the intruder hes- 


itatingly, "the boys have 
just 


agreed to give me a run for my 


money tomorrow. I'm going to be 
nominated, and I -want you to be my 
vice presidential candidate." 


The Senator rolled over in the 


bed. pulled the sheets over his le- 
onine head and turned his eyes to- 
ward the flowered wall paper. "I 
don't care to consider it!" he mut- 
tered. 
"Go sing your siren songs 
to 


somebody else!" he growled at for- 
mer Postmaster General Walter F. 
Brown, a Harding manager, when 
the latter suggested with prophetic 
words that "only a thin thread of 
life stands between the Vice Presi- 
dent and the President". 


How the course of history might 


have been changed had the Senator 
not been so stiff-necked! The G. O. 
P. might have become the party of 
liberals like Johnson, Norris and 
LaFollette rather than the private 
property of the Coolidges. Hoovers 
and Mellons. It is even conceivable 
that the Roosevelt New Deal might 
have been antedated—and obviated 
—by a reform regime headed by 
one of the ablest executives and ad- 
ministrators any 
commonwealth 


has ever produced. 
"Ah, welL'" 


sighs the Senator. 


The Lone Woof 


Mr. Johnson liked Mr. Harding 


personally, but he would not stul- 
tify himself by running with the 
"Ohio gang". For Harding's succes- 
sors—Messrs. Coolidge and Hoover 
—he entertained a mild contempt 
which was unalloyed by the cloak- 
room friendship he felt for 
the 


warm-hearted though weak Ohio- 
an. 


Thus, for the self-exiled Progres- 


sive the decade from 1923 to 1933 
was a heartache. 
Dour, moody, 


grumpy, his heavy, fingers beating 
political taps on his paunchy stom- 
ach, he hunched forward in his 
front-row, Senate seat as a sore and 
sour hero. A writer of that day call- 
ed him "the lone woof of the Sen- 
ate". The crusader's spirit and elo- 
quence he had flashed in that vali- 
ant battle against the 
Versailles 


Treaty seemed to have vanished 
beyond recall. 


Then along came Franklin D, 


Roosevelt with the same lullabies 
Teddy had hummed in 1904 anc 
again in 1912. 
The name itseli 


awakened sentimental shivers. 
11 


delighted the Senator to rationalize 
his abiding hatred of Herbert Hoo- 
ver into admiration for a second 
Roosevelt 


The crowded, cynical years fell 


away, and even the hurts he had 
suffered seemed to lose their poig- 
nancy. He succumbed to the young- 
er Roosevelt's personal charm, es- 
pecially as beneath his gruff anc 
grumpy exterior the Senator is a 
kindly, lovable human being. 


Indeed, the man so frequently la- 


beled "saturnine and sardonic" by 
superficial 
biographers 
spends 


hours in fondling a tiny Pekinese 
and in watching the slow growth of 
crocuses in his garden—sad 
har- 


binger's of another political May- 
time, or April Fools' Day. He nev- 
er delivers one of those epic ora- 
tions without a glance upward to 
make sure that Mrs. Johnson is in 
the galleries, and giving a flirtati- 


ous acknowledgment of her com- 
forting presence. 


• Disillusioned Again 


But the "happy days" which the 


new Roosevelt was supposed to 
herald did not, last long for the 
Senator. He held out against his 
own suspicions to the last, for to 
lose faith again meant almost to 
lose faith 'in himself, but his stern, 
stubborn conscience finally cried 
out In recent years he has voted 
proposals, though still reluctant to 
face his own disillusionment 
by 


lifting his voice with old-time brav- 
ado.He arose in horror against the] 
revived World Court, believing that 
he had laid that international spec- 
ter in its grave long ago. Of French 
ancestry, he denounced the 
neu- 
trality act with the argument that 
it made us the ally of Great Brit- 
ain in the Atlantic and Japan in the 
Pacific, inasmuch as only those na- 
tions could buy and run safely. 


The administration's tolerance o 


sitdown strikes grieved him. Suchj 
proposals as Supreme Court reform 
and 
government 
reorganization 


wrenched from his lips the warning 
that "the country is drifting down 
the river to a dictatorship". 


His opposition to the Hugo Black 


nomination epitomizes the 
man— 


his stalwart honesty and his home- 
ly prejudices. Tossing aside any 
thought of senatorial courtesy, he 
challenged the nominee's eligibility 
and fitness. 
But an earlier ex- 


change suggests that 
the 
blunt 


apostle of all kinds of liberties just 
did not like the man from Ala- 
bama. 
Once, when Mr. Black had gained 


the floor while the chamber was in 
a "yielding" mood, .he broke into a 
long speech instead of an interro- 
gation. To Mr. Johnson's objection 
the future jurist replied in tones 
meant to be devastating that he had 
simply arisen to ask a "question." 


"Yes," barked the 
Californian 


amidst guffaws, "but the question 
has degenerated into a speech!" ' 


For all his truculent participation 


in historic and unhappy events, the 
Senator is an old-fashioned family 
man and home lover. 
He rarely 


stirs abroad from the fine old house 
which he and Mrs. Johnson have 
remodeled near the Capitol, far 
from Washington's madding crowd. 
He prefers an evening with 
his 


cards, his dominoes and his detec- 
tive stories—murder preferred—to 
White House dinners and 
recep- 


tions. Baseball he dotes on. and lie 
rarely misses a game when the 
Senate isn't sitting. He was once 
advanced for Kenesaw Landis' job 
as the national game's cleanup hit- 
ter.His real weakness arc the mo- 
vies. As Governor, when he was 
hounding corruptionists and stud- 
ding statute books with reform 
laws, he discovered that he could 
find relaxation in a darkened mo- 
tion picture house. But the screen 
came to exercise a fascination, and 
now he is a Hollywood fan. He sub- 
scribes to all the film magazines, 
and knows the language and lin- 
gerie of the stars. Often, during ar- 
duous trips, he sneaks into a movie 
in a strange town, sometimes pa- 
tronizing the products of the Cali- 
fornia industry several times in an 
evening. 


The old Senator, in his Rooseyel- 


tian disillusionment, probably finds 
the silver screen—Hollywood's nev- 
er-never land—more alluring than 
the White House or the 
United 


States Senate.

Since "William H. JIalone is plainly in 


the public eye trying to avoid a prison 
term visited upon him by the federal court 
at Chicago it is appropriate to emphasize 
again that a steadier eye should be kept 
upon the extent to which corporations are 
literally held up by some public officials. 


The evidence in Mr. Malone's case was 


particularly plain but if rumors and re- 
peating rumors and some knowledge of 
human nature are, combined, worth any- 
thing a great deal more will be found 
along this line than has ever been re- 
vealed to the public. Indeed, Mr. Malone 
would never have been exposed were it 
not that, taking in hundreds of thousands 
of dollars through this sort of brigandage, 
he tried 1o pay his income taxes to the 
federal government with a^five-dollar bill. 


Mr. Malone became chairman of the 


.Tax Commission of Illinois. He wanted 
money and in gobs. -His commission had 
jurisdiction over corporate assessments 
and 
particularly those which extended 


though many assessment districts. When, 
to take actual examples, the Pullman com- 
pany felt its taxes were too high and pro- 
tested assessments to the Tax Commission 
Mr. Malone suggested to their attorney 
that since he was going to be a candidate 
for governor shortly, it might be a good 
thing if the Pullman company made a 
contribution to his campaign fund. The 
attorney told the Pullman company he 
would have to have an additional fee of 
$15,000. It was paid him. He turned over 
$13,000 of it to Malone, and in cash. Ma- 
lone was planning for any possible break 
or exposure and figured he had the tunnel 
well concealed from view, as he did. This 
procedure was repeated with the Chicago 
Surface Lines, the North Shore Gas com- 
pany and numerous others. But Mr. Ma- 
lone, also, was buying numerous apart- 
ment houses and business blocks and the 
Income Tax Bureau began to wonder how 
a man with so little income, and that ex- 
empt because of state salary, could buy so 
much property. It was a long hunt with 
many streams to cross and barriers to 
'overcome but when trial time came the 
proof adduced simply swept Mr. Malone 
from one corner of the courtroom to an- 
other. 


While he sits in durance vile at a fed- 


eral penitentiary the people should cogi- 
tate upon the question: What shall these 
great corporations do which are thus held 
up, what is expected of them, and will the 
people back them.up if they expose the 
rascals? 
A railroad manager, presented 


with Mr. Malone's demands, would prob- 
ably reason something'like this: "He has 
got me down with a foot on my chest but 
if I pay out this money under the pre- 
tense of contributing to a campaign and 
which is nothing short of a bribe he will 
go light with me, perhaps it is the only 
way I can get my rights, whereas if I seek 
to expose him as I should he will cry out 
that I am trying to destroy his useful- 
ness merely because he has attempted to 
make me pay 'just taxes,' that I am Wall 
Street and he is fighting the heroic battle 
of the people." 


The corporate official realizes that the 


people'are very quick to believe and hail 
even as a hero some of the worst rogues 
in the country so long as the latter clothe 
themselves as righteous public officials 


- being attacked by corporate wealth. 


And the situation is studded with ele- 


ments of danger especially to a democracy.

Why. Roman Journalists 
Don't Like Mr. Hemingway

New York—There is great indignation in Home against Mr. Ernest 


Hemingway, the fur-bearing author, because of certain remarks which 
he wrote from Spain about the valor of Mussolini's invincible black 
shirts. . - 


Mr. Hemingway wrote that the conquering legions of the duce marched 


on 2-way feet, or words to that effect, and were faster 
in reverse than forward. He was referring particu- 
larly to their conduct at Guadalajara, where the duce's 
indomitable hosts executed a spirited advance to the 
rear .and suffered many casualties from trampling. 
It appears that combat experience developed in 


Mussolini's irresistibles a peculiarity which no other 
great military captain has had to consider as a hazard 
of war. In most invincible legions the front rank is 
regarded as the post of maximum peril and highest 
honor. But at Guaralajara, when Mussolini's brave 
black shirts encountered the enemy" and started their 
charge for the rear, the men in the rear rank found 
themselves overwhelmed by the impetuous dash of 
their comrades -in the forward positions who were 
Pegler 


climbing up their backs in their haste and shouting the black shirt war 
cry of "get out of the way and let a man run that km run!" 


It is reliably reported that most of the black shirt casualties were 


caused by hobnails, and the Italian commander is known to have sent a 
paper to the high command recommending that hereafter in building 
military roads it would be an ex- 
cellent idea to bank the turns, as 
his men lost much time and many 
lives slowing up on the curves. 


Mr. Hemingway's description of

against the background of his own 
experience in the war to end war, 
in which he served with the Ital- 
ians and observed the great Capor- 
etto run.

shirts personally on the field of 
honor.

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FLY ROD LURES FOR BASS 


By Harold Hollis 
W 


HEN a fisherman attempts 
to evaluate fly rod lures he 
invites 
argument. 
These 


lures are produced 
in an almost 


endless variety of shapes and col- 
ors, 
nearly 
every one of which 


finds favor with one or more ang- 
lers. Some are almost exact imi- 
tations of insects, 
frogs or min- 


nows, while others bear no resem- 
blance whatever to any living crea- 
ture. The lures I am 
describing 


here are my own favorites. They 
have proved effective in hard fish- 
ed lakes and in the virgin waters 
of Ontario. 


I like natural appearing surface 


lures. My own favorite top water 
artificial is a brown bass bug. Dur- 
ing the summer 
we see 
many 


brown insects such as June bugs 
and 
certain types of moths and 


butterflies. On the whole I have 
found that dark bugs produce bet- 
ter results than light ones, although 
1 have taken a good many 
bass 


on yellow bugs. These resemble 
the yellow butterflies and moths 
which are quite numerous. Bugs 
trimmed with bucktail or squirrel 


Hal Trosky tail offer less resistance to the air 


than those with feather winds and 


in the sev- so are easier to cast. I do not think, 


jhowever. that they are any more 
attractive to the fish. Bugs with 
outspread or upright 
wings are 


very effective but are difficult to 
cast into a wind. 


Spinners Help 


Some bugs are made with bevel 


heads and others have small spin- 
ners to churn up the water and at- 
tract the fish. These are trarticu- 
larly good when fish are lying in 
rather deep water. 


Mouse and frog imitations are 


effective bass 
lures. The mouse 


lures, usually made of fur or hair, 
are remarkably lifelike. The best 
frog lures are those with legs of 
thin rubber or bucktail so tied as 
to Rive a "kick" 
when 
worked 


with the rod tip. 


The most 
effective underwater 


o | lures for bass are those that imi- 


tate swimming minnows. 
These 


may be spinner flies, small spoons 
or. streamers. The latter depend on 
bucktail. squirrel tail or polar hair 
for their action. My own favorite 
is 
the 
Yellow Sally fly with a 


gold spinner. Indeed, most the best 
bass flies have yellow as their ma- 
jor color. 


My 
Yellow Sally has a long, 


bright red tail. If the fly you are 
using does not have a tail it is a 
good plan to add a bit of fly rod 
pork strip, as this gives it addi- 
tional action. If the fly has a large 
feather wing, cut it off. as this ap- 
pendage makes the fly sluggish. 


The larger flies are usually the 


most successful in bass fishing. I 
seldom use a fly smaller than No. 
2 and find No. 1 or No. 1-0 to be 
much better. With smaller flies one 
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takes too many undersize bass.

There seems to be nothing par- 


ticularly difficult about thc short 
shot to thc green, 
as illustrated 


here, but the truth is that its very 
simplicity makes many enterpris- 
ing duffers 
anxious 
to improve 


upon it. Not improve so much as 
improvise for on the spur of the 
moment they undergo curious con- 
tortions to make thc clubhead con- 
tact the ball.

short, easily accelerated backswing 
in which the body turn takes place 
as in the longer strokes but on an 
abbreviated scale.

Sudden 
head lifts of this nature cause mis- 
hits.

the Wisconsin farmers who had 
received rehabilitation loans had 
only paid all that was due, with 
Interest, but had made payments 
not due until later. 


• ' Thus, 
Wisconsin 
farmers had 


paid 115.5 per cent of what was 
due up to that time, leading the 
country in the proportion of pay- 
ments. This meant that $1.091,347.01 
of what they had borrowed was due 
, 
by that date, and they had paid 
$1,260,754.75. 


Congressman Clarence 
Cannon, 


D. Mo., thought this meant that 
they had paid 155 per cent inter- 
est, but Dr. Alexander set him 
right, explaining that the loans are 
made for three to five years, but 
that the farmers may repay them 
faster if they choose.

Be A Safe Driver 


June Beetle, Plague 


To Farmers, Arrives 


Earlier This Year 


Somewhat ahead of schedule, and 


in maximum flight, the June beet- 
tie is here to bother the farmer as 
well as plague the spring night mo- 
torist and romantic star gazer, E. L. 
Chambers, state entomologist, com- 
mented today in a bulletin to R. 
C. Swanson, county agricultural 
agent, calling attention to the nec- 
essity of controlling the insect. 


Beetles are the parents of the 


white grub which seriously injures 
the roots of many crops, including 
corn, garden crops, and strawber- 
ry patches. Chambers 
explained. 


Grass crops are damaged more by 
the grubs than legumes, although 
clover, alfalfa, and sweet corn are 
not so highly endangered.

The insect requires three years to 


complete a single generation. While 
a few beetles appear every spring, 
the maximum flight occurs every 
third year. This is the beetle year. 
Chambers said, the last one being 
in 1935. 


Serious grub years follow the 


beetle flight years and it is im- 
portant to prepare to cope with in- 
juries from the insect next year, 
he pointed out.

Yellow rocket, a weed compara- 


tively new to this state, is blooming 
in alfalfa fields and should be de- 
stroyed before it becomes 
im- 


mensly troublesome, the state de- 
partment of agriculture and mar- 
kets urges in a bulletin to R. C. 
Swanson, county agricultural agent. 


Because it is a comparative new- 


comer 
among Wisconsin's weed 


menaces, specimens of the plant are 
being received at the seed and weed 
laboratory of the department of ag- 
riculture and markets for identifi- 
cation. During the last three years 
specimens of the weed have been 
sent to the laboratory from all parts 
of the state in increasing quantities. 


Where the plants are scattered 


over a field, 
they can be pulled 


quite 
easily 
when beginning to 


bloom, A. L. Stone, director of seed 
and weed control, points out. They 
also can be killed if cut off with a 
hoe two or three inches below the 
ground. The weed is shallow-rooted 
and does not spread by its roots. 


The yellow rocket is a perennial 


belonging to the mustard family. It 
has several stems which form a 
cluster. The stems are from two to 
two and one-half feet in height and 
bear bright yellow blossoms. Leaves 
of the plant are cut into divisions 
having a large lobe at their outer 
end. 


Roots of the weed survive the 


winter and the plant continues to 
grow and produce seed until its 
roots are killed. The weed has been 
known to spread over 40 acres of a 
Wisconsin farm. It is therefore im- 
portant that it be killed as soon as 
it appears.

Each Vegetable Variety 


Has Best Planting Time 


Early planting of early varieties 


of vegetables does not insure an 
early harvest unless conditions are 
favorable, James G. Mocre of the 
college of agriculture states in a 
bulletin received by R. C. Swan- 
son, county agricultural agent. 


The first consideration in seed- 


ing or planting a garden is to wait 
until one is reasonably sure that 
conditions are favorable for rapid 
germination of the seed and growth 
of the young plant. 
How early 


seeds may safely be sown or 
plants set depends to a consider- 
able extent on the kind*of vegeta- 
ble. It is we!! to rer^eirbcr that 
most of our common garden vege- 
tables fall into three quite distinct 
groups on the basis of their tem- 
perature 
requirements, 
Moore 


points out. 


"Those which may be planted 


earliest, while there may still be 
danger of late frosts are beets, car- 
rots, chard, kohlrabi, lettuce, on- 
ions (sets 
and seeds), 
parsnips, 


peas, potatoes, radishes, spinach 
and turnips," he says. 


"The 
intermediate group are 


those of which the plant must not 
be subjected to killing frost. 


Third Croup 


"Beans, corn, cucumber, melons, 


and squash 
comprise the third 


group which should not be planted 
until one is sure that warm wea- 
ther will continue after the plants 
appear above the ground. 


"In setting plants grown indoors 


or under glass the same general 
conditions govern. It is usually a 
mistake to plant early cabbage 
and tomatoes at the same time. 
Broccoli, 
cabbage, 
cauliflower, 


early celery, head lettuce, onions, 
and parsley can be planted early 
for they will stand light frosts 
without injury. 
Tomatoes should 


ordinarily 
not be 
planted for 


about a month after conditions are 
suitable for planting early cab- 
bage; and egg plants and peppers 
should be planted even a few days 
later than tomatoes. 


"Of course 
later scedmgs 
or 


plantings to prolong the period of 
availability of vegetable will be 
made at the proper time to insure 
the crop at the time it is desired. 


"The most important thing in the 


operation of seeding is to provide 
good contact between the seed and 
the soil. To do this, two things are 
necessary. The soil in which the 
seed is sown must be fine. It must 
be firmed after the seed is at least 
partly covered so as to slightly 
compact the 
fine soil 
particles 


around the seed. Fine soil requires 
a soil in good condition and prop- 
erly prepared. 


Desirable Contact 


"Desirable contact requires ap- 


plying pressure to the soil covering 
the seed. The method is not so im- 
portant as being sure that the con- 


tact is secured. Finning the soil 
over the seed does not mean pack- 
ing it. One can readily learn to get 
the desired contact by pushing a 
small quantity of soil into the seed 
trench with the back of the hoe 
blade and pressing it down firmly. 
Then the trench may be filled by 
pulling loose soil from the other 
side of the trench into the trench. 


"How deep should seeds be plant- 


ed? Except when the soil is quite 
dry, deep enough to insure suffi- 
cient moisture to insure germina- 
tion, or enough, to saturate the 
seed. It is usually not advisable 
to plant seeds much deeper than 
this. Don't try to follow directions 
to cover seeds twice their diameter 
or any other set rule but note the 
moisture content of the soil and 
the size of the seed and then plant 
accordingly. 


"The most important thing in set- 


ting plants is to be sure to get 
good contact between the roots 
and the soil. Again this means fine 
soil and compacting the soiL Of 
course, one should be careful not 
to let the roots become dry while 
the plants are out of the ground, 
and with a few plants care as to 
how deep they are set will be im- 
portant. But after all. no planting 
will be successful unless there is 
good root and soil contact 


Plants set with reduced roots or 


with the soil off the roots will do 
better if the leaf area is reduced 
somewhat at planting. 
Take off 


just enough so serious wilting does 
not occur. More than that will de- 
lay, 
unduly, the growth of the 
plant."

I am always glad when young people in high schools and colleges are

Other people must carry the responsibility and with 
that responsibility must go authority. Authority without responsibility 


_ _„.„ that students, especially seniors, should have the privilege of 


contributing their ideas, offering 
their criticisms based on their per- 
sonal experiences, of submitting 
their plans in connection with any 
changes in administration which di- 
rectly concern them, and be given 
the opportunity for cooperation in 
such administration. But. if the TC- 
sponsibile authorities decide against 
them, they should accept that deci- 
sion and go on cheerfully, doing the 
best they can. and let the proposed 
scheme have a thorough trial. That 
seems to me to be the sensible and 
the American way of doing. Stu- 
dents should not go out on strike 
because that is the wrong use of a 
great force and always does more 
harm than good. 


Students resent force. 
So they 


strike. A strike is force. If one re- 
sents force won't the opponent re- 
sent it also? It is poor strategy to 
begin a fight that one cannot end 
in victory. Any strike that school 
students wage is bound to end in 
failure for 'them because all the 
power, and, I must say it. most of 
the understanding as well as the 
social responsibility, rests with the 
school authorities. 
How are students to win satis- 


factory changes in administration? 
First, always, by haying good man- 
ners. Remember, high school stu- 
dents and college students, are the 
pick of the Youth of the commun- 
ity. They stand for what is best in 
life .of the country at large. It is 
essential that they justify that po- 
sition by having good manners. It is 


necessary that they observe every 
courtesy, the formal rules of be- 
havior toward their superiors. 


By being cooperative in spirit 


rather than domineering, they pre- 
sent their cause in its best light. It 
is the Cause for which they plead, 
NOT for their personal gratifica- 
tion, their pride and their might. 
Good manners, courteous observ- 
ance of the rules, a clear presenta- 
tion of their cause, a cooperative 
spirit will gain what no strike will 
ever gain. You see, some of these 
men and women in authority are

The administration back- 
ing was enough to assure the re- 
nomination of Senator Pepper, and 
that means reelection next autumn 
because the Republican vote is 
negligible.

his candidates in Kentucky, Orc-j 
gon, Pennsylvania, Florida, South 
Carolina and 
Georgia. If public 


opinion does not manifest 
disap- 


proval, it may be taken for grant- 
ed that the president will go fur- 
ther and pick candidates for ad- 
ministration support in other states 
as well and in particular congres- 
sional districts. 


The members of congress who 


opposed the supreme court "pack- 
ing" plan of the president are tar- 
gets for attack. Quietly but effec- 
tively the plan for punishing these 
insurgents is progressing. 
There 


was much talk at one time about 
helping out the members of con- 
gress who incurred the presiden- 
tial wrath, but the foes of the su- 
preme court bill are conspicuously 
inactive today with respect to mo- 
bilizing the voters behind the men 
who stood up for their convictions 
against administration pressure. 


Naturally, if senators and repre- 


sentatives see the administration 
candidates winning and no concert- 
ed effort made to get behind those 
who opposed the administration, 
the bandwagon will begin soon and 
a congress of 100 per cent rubber- 
stamp members may be expected, 
very much as is the case in Ger- 
many and Italy.

Outside Help 


A hue and cry has sometimes 


been raised about the possible un- 
popularity of outside help for can- 
didates in southern states, but now 
that the administration has adopt- 
ed the policy of direct participation, 
using government funds and influ- 
ence, there need be no hesitation on 
the part of those who disagree with 
the administration's program. 


It would appear now that party 


primary contests, especially in the 
south, have become a sort of free- 
for-all. JMen like Senator Georce of 
Georgia and Senator Ellison Smith 
of South Carolina are marked for 
administration reprisals. 
Will the 


people in other parts of the coun- 
try allow them to be sacrificed be- 
cause they fought the administra- 
tion's effort to break down the su- 
preme court? These are questions 
which the present season of pri- 
mary campaigns would seem to be 
raising.

DentalProgram,PTA Told 


Menasha—Menasha is the only 


city in Wisconsin that has a dental 
clinic program in its school system. 
Dr. Dell Curtis told Nicolet Parent 
Teacher association members at a 
meeting Tuesday evening in the 
school as he discussed dental edu- 
cation in the schools. Dr. Curtis 
was one of the guest speakers on a_ 
summer 
round-up program 
on' 


health, sharing 
speaking honors 


with Dr. G. E. Forkin who spoke on 
child health as related to school 
attendance. 


Dr. Curtis told the group that 
several years ago, Menasha dentists, 
sponsored by the Kiwanis club 
whose president at that time was 
William Nelson, made a survey of 
dental conditions among the school 
children but lack of money, equip- 
ment and other necessities-to carry 
through 
a 
program 
of 
dental 


hygiene, made it necessary to aban- 
don any program. About nine years 
ago, the dentists became affiliated 
with the Twin City Visiting Nurse 
association which gave the dentists, 
"push, $400, a car. an association 
member to keep records and pro- 
vided transportation for the chil- 
dren." It was two or three years 
before any definite results were 
noted but the results were extreme- 
ly gratifying, he said. 


Four years ago, the dentists asked 


the school board to provide a den- 
tal hygienist but were refused be- 
cause no funds were available. After 
considerable argument, Dr. Curtis 
said, the superintendent at that 
time compromised by agreeing to 
give $50 per month from his own 
salary if the other amount necessary 
could be raised. 


•Ideal Arrangement' 


"Today," said Dr. Curtis, "Men- 


asha has an ideal arrangement. It 
has a school 
nurse, a 
dental 


hygienist and a dental clinic housed 
under 
one roof, the 
Jefferson 


school. Here two 
offices which 


make up the dental clinic are locat- 
ed on the first floor. One room is 
a waiting room, the other the op- 
erating room where a modern den- 
tal chair and all equipment is avail- 
able for the work of the city den- 


tists who cooperate fully in the 
work of the clinics held every 
Thursday. Shorewood is the only 
city in the state whose dental 
clinic program compares in any 
way with Menasha's. Baraboo is 
copying the Menasha plan almost to 
the letter and Waupun is conduct- 
ing a survey at the present time 
which will probably 
result in a 


similar program of dental hygiene 
and care. 


"All supplies for the clinic are 


furnished by the school board and 
the dentists who are paid $10 for 
their work are paid by the Twin 
City Visiting 
Nurse 
association 


which also furnishes cars, drivers, a 
member to keep records and assists 
in every way possible," Dr. Curtis 
stated. 


The speaker explained how in- 


vestigations to 
determine which 


children should be given care, were 
conducted, displayed charts to il- 
lustrate care of children's teeth and 
how decay begins, and showed wax 
impressions made of children's teeth.

and school 


attendance, pointed out that last 
year 91 per cent of Menasha school 
children attended school every day, 
a high percentage and a commend- 
able one since it lowers the cost of 
non-attendance in school and gives 
credence to a fine health program 
within the educational system. The 
cost of non-attendance in school in 
Menasha was only $5.10 per cent last 
year. It costs, according to figures 
secured by Dr. Forkin, $57.57 to 
educate a child each year in Men- 
asha and that does not take into 
consideration the investment of the 
educational equipment. He also 
pointed out that last year the Men- 
asha budget contributed $1.20 per 
child for health and dental activity 
combined 
which 
included 
im- 


munization against diphtheria, vac- 
cination, tuberculin tests and dental 
care. 


Parents are bringing up young- 


sters today under the most favor- 
able conditions the world has ever 
known, Dr. Forkin stated as he said 


that in 1937. United States had the 
lowest mortality of any year since 
statistics were taken, that typhoid 
mortality was 98 per cent less last 
year than in 1911 and diphtheria 
mortality was 96 per cent less than 
in 1911 while measles, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever and diphtheria 
mortality combined was 58 per cent 
less than 191L Dr. Forkin showed 
how these factors influence atten- 
dance in school and lower the cost 
of non-attendance, 


Special suggestions for parents in 


aiding school attendance were listed 
by Dr. Fprl-in as follows: be sure 
the child is well before he leaves for 
school, if he has a headache, sore 
throat, skin eruption etc., keep him 
out of school and away from otl.cr 
children, protect the child against 
disease by immunization and vac- 
cination, have teeth and tonsils tak- 
en care of during vacation.

towards the University of Wiscon- 
sin extension division classes to be 
offered at the Menasha Vocational 
school next September has been in- 
dicated by the seniors of Neenah, 
Menasha and St Mary High schools, 
according to S. E. Crockett, direc- 
tor of vocational and adult educa- 
tion. 


The courses arc not necessarily

will be accepted by the University 
of Wisconsin or they may be trans- 
ferred to other institutions of high- 
er learning. The plan provides both 
for a program of 13 credits each 
semester and for a program of less 
than 13 credits. Admissions to the 
extension classes will be on exactly 
the same basis as is admission to 
the university. The student who 
completes the freshman program 
satisfactorily may later attend the 
university at Madison 
with full 


sophomore standing. 


The university has offered the 


extension program in 16 Wisconsin 
cities during the last three years. 


Subjects to be offered will in- 


clude three credits of English; three 
credits of history; four credits of 
foreign language and three credits 
of science. 


The courses will be taught by 


members of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. The cost of 
the program is shared by the uni- 
versity 
and the state and local 


boards of vocational education. A 
fee will be charged to the students. 
Textbooks will be rented to stu- 
dents at one-third list price. Honor 
scholarships, awarded by the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin to the two 
high ranking students of each sen- 
ior graduating class and amounting 
to $27.50 each per semester, will be 
accepted as a credit on the fees to 
be charged at the local course.

Among them are Admiral Dew-

Seven of the 60 destroyers and 


all the eagle boats have been or- 
dered scrapped, but work has been 
held up by a drop in the price of 
scrap steel. 


Stripped of their machinery and 


painted with red lead to retard cor- 
rosion, the ships are kept in a good 
state of preservation by a corps of 
70 engineers, carpenters and other 
craftsmen.

store the land to fertility. If the 
land is allowed to stand idle after 
listing, the thistles help to regrass 
the 
ground. 
The "tumbleweed." 


which at one time periled the en- 
tire area, has becomo a friend in 
the struggle to reclaim the land. 
The thistle acts as a nurse to the 
buffalo grass by protecting it from 
the wind and sun. \Vhen the ground 
becomes matted with grass, it turns 
"ingrate" and kills off the thistles. 


In addition to aiding in the 


reclamation, the thistle furnishes 
valuable feed for livestock when it j 
is cut and properly cured.
